Before one of the: largest political 
audiences ever gathered in Atlanta, 
estimated at from 5,000 to 6,000 people, 
Congressman William Schley Howard, 
candidate for the United States senate, 
spoke last night in the Atlanta Audi- 
torium, and the candidate was not 
only given an ovation by his home 
péople and neighbors memorable for 
its enthusiasm, but his address was 
accorded ‘the closest of attention, and 
received the most earnest approval of 
“the great throng who had assembled. 

The occasion had been well adver- 
tised throughout the district, and 
éarly Monday morning the deléga- 
tions from the country began to arrive. 
From Douglas, Campbell, Rockdale and 
DeKalb, in the Fifth, and from Clay- 
ton and Monroe and Cobb and Bartow 
and other counties adjoining or in 
proximity to his district they came 
fn numbers. Smaller delegations ar- 
rived from other parts of Georgia, and 
it is safe to say that in the great 
crowd that heard Howard, perhaps 500 
people came to Atlanta from various 
sections of Georgia, exclusive of the 
Fifth district, to hear the address.

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Lieut. Brewster 
Killed in Battle 
Against theHuns 


Col. P. H. Brewster Re- 
ceives News of His Son’s 
Death, Which Occurred 
July 18-On Way to France 

His Ship Was Torpedoed. 


Lieutenant Eldon F. Brewster, son of 
Colonel P. H. Brewster, a member of 
the law firm of Brewster, Howell & 
Heyman, has been slain in battle, this 
information reaching his father Mon- 
day night in a telegram from the war 
department, stating that Lieutenant 
Brewster was killgd‘in France in action 
on July 18. ; 


July 18, on which Lieutenant Brew- 
ster met his death, was the day on 
which the Franco-American forces be- 
gan their great offensive, which has 
resulted in the capture of more than 
30,000 Germans, and which is now fore- 
ing them out of Soissons. In the first 
day’s fighting the allies swept for- 
ward to within one mile of that city, 
capturing more thah twenty villages. 

News of his death will be received 
with sorrow by hundreds in Atlanta, 
where he was widely known and pop- 
ular. He was 30 years old. 

Recefves Commission, 

Lieutenant Brewster was a member 
of the 58th infantry, which trained at 


Camp Greene, North Carolina, before 
sailing for France last May. He en- 
tered the first officers’ training school: 
at Fort McPherson last April a’ year 
ago, but was injured during the great 
fire in Atlanta and did not get to com- 
plete his training at that time on ac- 
count of hig injury. Mater he twent to 
Fort Oglethorpe, where he received his 
comnrission. 
He was a graduate of chemistry in 
the Philadelphia Textile school at Phil- 
adelphia and before entering the train- 
ing school was stationed in Atlanta 
as southern representative of one of 
the largest dye concerns in the coun- 
try. 

The transport on which he embark- 
ed-to make the ocean voyage overseas 
was torpedoed en route by a subma- 
rine, and in a letter to his father dated 
May 27, he gave a graphic account 
of this occurrence. 

Tells of Torpedoing. 

‘T had been asleep about five min- 
tites when we were awakened by an 
explosion beneath my section,” wrote 
Lieutenant Brewster. “Everybody below 
were awakened and out of their ham- 
mocks before you could count one. The 
man sleeping in the hammock next 
to me said ‘My God’—that is the only 
expression I remember hearing during 
the whole excitement. I do not see 
how the men moved so quickly, but 
when { looked at the stairs they were 
congested with soldiers.” 


He then told of taking to the life- 
boats and the scenes attendant and of 
their rescue by destroyers. 

Besides his father, Lieutenant Brew- 
ster is survived by two sisters, Mrs. 
Clarence Wickersham, Mrs. Edward 
Richardson, and two brothers, Wal- 
‘lace Brewster, of Atlanta, and Lieu- 
tenant Albert Howell Brewster, also in 
France with the Johns Hopkias medi- 
cal corps.

QUESTION OF IRELAND 
CALLED WAR QUESTION 


Dillon Asks How Great 

Britain Can Talk of ‘Free- 
ing Small Nationalities 
With Ireland at Her Door. 
Asquith Rejects Wilson, 
But Urges Settlement by 
Britain. 


London, July 29.—The debate in the 
house of commons today on the Irish 


question ended in the defeat of the 
Irish adherents. The motion of John 
Dillion, the nationalist leader, con- 
demning the government’s Irish policy, 
was rejected by a vote of 245 to 106. 

Mr. Dillon’s suggestion that the ques- 
tion of Ireland be referred to President 
Wilson was well received by the house, | 
aut, a& former Premier Asquith pointed 
out, it could not be expected that the’ 
president of the United States would 
uhdertake such an arduous task at this 
time, and the matter was obviously one 
which the British people would have to 
settle themselves. 

The question twas one of overwhelm- 
ing importance, Mr, Asquith declared, 
and he made a strong appeal to the 
government to make another effort, 
even at the eleventh hour, to settle it. 

The chief secretary for Ireland, Ed- 
ward Shortt, made a epeech concilia- 
tory in tone, but Jt did not conciliate 
the nationalists. They received the 
warmest support in the labor party, 
whose spokesman, William Adamson, 
member for West Fife, announced that 
Mr. Dillon’s motion’ would receive its 
support, the labor party believing that 
the Irish question could be settled by 
& generous measure of home rule, and, 
‘he added, the British people ought to 
grant it now. 

Wilsen Proposed for Umpire. 

Mr. Dillon’s motion, efter condemning 
the government for its policy toward 
Ireland, declared it is inconsistent with 
the principles for which the allied 
powers are now fighting; proposes in- 
dorsement of the principles laid down 
by President Wilson at Mount Vernon, 
as summed up by the phrase that what 
the allies sought was the “reign of law, 
based upon the consent of the governed 
and sustained by the organized opinion 
of mankind.” The house is asked to 
declare itself “of the opinion that the 
true solution of the Irish question is 
to put into operation without delay 
with regard to Ireland the principles 
laid down by President Wilson in his 
historic utterance.” 

Mr. Dillon ddmitted that the nation- 
alist party was in difficulty, but he 
added, e are because we have strug- 
gied to save the constitutional position 
and bring Ireland into the war, while 
the government has done everything in 
its power to drive her out of the war.”

BLACK WILL HEAD 


Fighting for Possession of 
Town of Sergy Was San- 
guinary, But Germans Had 
to Yield to Americans. 


MUCH OF THE FIGHTING . 
DONE WITH THE BAYONET 


At Times Americans and 
Germans Fought in the 
Ourcq River, Which Runs 
Through Town—Sergy 
Changed Hands Six Times. 


With the American Army. on the 
Aisne-Marne Front, July 23.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The American 
troops tonight still held the apex of 
their advance, won after a struggle 
with the Germans in which the oppos- 
ing lines moved forward and back- 
ward time and again, Sergy, on the 
north bank of the Ourcg, changing 
hands six times. : 

The ‘crown prince and his. generals 
paid the Americans a great compliment 
in bringing up against them two of 
their best divisions, the Fourth guards 
and Bavarians. They had deen held 
in reserve, prestimably for the opera- 
tion. They had been delayed and 
reached the army north of the Marne 
Saturday night. They moved through 
the retreating main body yesterday and 
came into the action early today. They 
did not replace any of the German 
troops already in the line, but served 
as reinforcements. 

Mere Than Match for Germans. 

The first efforts of the guards and 
Bavarians were partly successful and 
the Américans were forced to with- 
draw from Sergy and a few other post- 
tions, including the town of Seringes- 
et-Nesles. But the Germans could not 
force the main body across the river. 
The stream is narrow and shallow, and 
some detachments at times were driven 
back, but always there remained 
enough Americans on the north bank 
to check the German, rushes and in 
every instance the Americans returned 
to the fray with great spirit. It was 
a veteran American division and to- 
day’s opposition. to the terrific on- 
slaught made against «t justified the 
confidence of the staff that it was more 
than equal to anything the crown 
prince had to offer. 


“The Germans were not content with 
the stubborn resistance which has 
characterized their fighting so much 
lately. Artillery supplemented the ma- 
chine guns and infantry, and the train- 

guard and Bavarians began their 
work in a mannef reflecting their con- 
fidence. ~~ 

In the repeated changes in position 
both sides employed all the tactics of 
modern warfare. After artillery prepa-. 
ration direct advances sometimes were 
made; at other times enveloping move- 
ments were tried. With the Americans 
there operated a few light French ar- 
mored cars, which did brilliant work 
in, rushing the line, at times their guns 
replying point blank to those of the 
Germans. 

Much Fighting in Water. 

Scores of times the khaki and gray- 
clad men met in the streets of the lit- 
tle towns and on the slopes of the river 
banks in hand-to-hand encounters. The 
bayonet was used, but the’ Americans 
effectively used their pistols as well 
_ There was much fighting actually in 
the water, where the Germans at- 
tempted to rush their antagonists to 
the south bank of the stream. There 
were times when the blood-tinted and 
muddied stream gave evidence of the 
violence of the conflict. There were 
many deaths as a result of wounded 
men deing drowned. ’ 

It was late this afternoon when Ser- 
gy. for the sixth time, was in the pos- 
session of the Americans. At the 
game time it was reported that every 
other position held by the Americans 
Sunday hight had been retaken.

TURK-GERMAN RELATIONS 
STRAINED FOR SOME TIME 


News of Break No Surprise 
to Washington, Though It 
May Not Be Permanent. 
Believed Germany Will 
Take Stern Measures 
Against Turkey. 


London, July 29.—“The relations be- 
tween Germany and Turkey have been 
severed, according to direct informa- 
tion from Constantinople.” 

This announcement is made by the 
Copenhagen correspondent of the Ex- 
change Telegraph company. 

The excitement against Germany, the 
advices further say, has been growing, 
particularly after last weeks’ events. 

GermAny recently demanded the 
Cruiser Hamidieh, the only large ship 
then in possession of Turkey as com- 
pensation for the Breslau, the former 
German cruiser which was destroyed 
in the Dardanelles while under the 
Turkish flag. Despite Turkey's pro- 
test, the Hamidieh has departed for

Quarrel Over Spolls. 

Announcement was made in the 
reichstag in June that differences had 
arisen between Bulgaria and Turkey 
over the division of lands taken from 
Rumania under the peace agreement 
with the central powers. The announce- 
ment was made by Dr. von Kuehlmann, 
the German foreign secretary, who said 
that the provisional arrangementy 
which it was désired should continue 
as short a time as possible, must find 
its rational solution in the union of 
northern Dobrudja with Bulgaria in 
accordance with the desires of the Bul- 
garian people. , 

The foreign secretary added that the 
question was a difference of opinion 
between two of Germany’s allies to 
whom Germany was bound by exactly 
equal ties, and that everything must 
be avoided which would cause the im- 
pression to prevail abroad that Ger- 
many’s policy favored the claims of 
the one ally at the expense of the other. 

The Cologne Gazette early in June 
asserted that the differencés between . 
Turkey and Bulgaria involved a cer- 
tain danger that the “work of harmony 
achieved by the central powers at Buch- 
arest may suffer.” ; 

The newspaper added that both Bul- 
garia and Turkey were claiming Ger- 
many’s full support .n their respective 
interests. The North German Allege- 
meine Zeitung, the semi-official Ger- 
man government organ, however, de- 
clared the dispute over Dobrudja was 


forcing their battle line with two di- 
visions of well-trained Bavarian 
troops, men whose courage previously 
has been tested when the tide of battle 
was going against the Germans. It 
was an effort either to flestroy the 
Americans or to herd them back across 
the Ourcg. The effort resulted in faii- 
ure. 

The battle liné shifted back and 
forth and Sergy changed hand four 
times, but the American proved to be 
the masters of the picked enemy troops 
and finally drove them out and re- 
tained the village. Heavy casualties 
were inflicted on the Germans. 

The fighting in Fere en Tardenois 
also was of a sanguinary character, 
the opposing forces fighting in close 
contact through the streets of the 
town, but with the Germans being 
gradually driven back under the ma- 


chine gun and rifle fire of the French 
and Americans or jeft weltering in 
their blood from contact with the cold 
steel of the allied bayonets.

TO WASHINGTON 


Washington, July 29.7While no of- 
ficial notice of the breach of relations 
between Turkey and Germany—or rath- 
er the central powers for without doubt 
Austria is involved with Germany in 
the dispute with the Ottoman govern;

Simonds Thinks Ludendorff 
Will Retire to the Aisne. 
Germans No Longer in Se- 
rious Danger From What 
Is Left of Marne Salient. 


By Frank H. Simonds. . 

New York, July 29.—(Special.)—The 
@cceleration of the pace of German 
retirement in the last three days is the 
best evidence of the fact that Luden- 
dorff has at last solved the second of 
the great problems set for him by 
Foch’s successful counter offensive 
BMnore than ten days ago. 

‘Ludendorff'’s first problem was to 
avoid a disaster, and the envelopment 
and capture of the huge German forces 
in the Marne salient. He mastered 
this by summoning a reserve army un- 
der General Eben and placing it on 
the hills in a circle north and east of 
At the same time he rein- 
forced his divisions before Rheims and 
massed heavy artillery both at the 
Rheims corner-and at the Soissons cor- 
ner. Having done this, he was as- 
sured that the neck of the bottle in 
which Boehm’s army was _ involved 
would not be blocked—and a fretire- 
mént of his troops would not be im- 
possible. 

His second problem was to remove 
from the Marne salient that vast con- 
centration of guns, munitions and sup- 
plies which he had collected for the 
purposes of his offensive stroke. So 
-bad are the communications north and 
south in the old Marne salient that it 
Was necessary to make this concen- 
tration in order to maintain the army 
to be used in the new blow. 


Germans Saved Supplies.

Where Will Germans Stand? 

We have now to consider the ques- 
tion as to whether the German means 
to evacuate all of the territory be- 
tween the Ourcq river and the-Vesle. 
He can still hold a long curving range 
of high ground which is the divide be- 
tween the valley of the Vesle and the 
Ourcq. If he makes a stand on this 
high ground he can maintain valuable 
bridgeheads south of the Vesle and 
make use of the rhilroad in the Vesle 
valley as a means of lateral communi- 
cation. But since this railroad is com- 
manded by the allies about Soissons 
and in Rheims, its value may be rela- 
tively small, because there is no ade- 
quate rearward rail communication 
with the main systems of German con- 
trolled railroads in France. 

The general assumption of military 
observers at this time is that the Ger- 
man will in any case continue his re- 
tirement until he reaches the north 
bank of the Vesle river. But even here 
his position, while relatively strong, 
will be uncomfortable. His rear‘ward 
communication will be bad, and he will 
face a victorious enemy with a deep 
and considerable. river at his rear, a 
cause of possible disaster should the 
allies break his front on the Vesle. 

If the German retires north of the 
Aisne, on the contrary, he will fina 
admirable positions, a larger part of 
which he held from September, 1914, to 
the Nivelle offensive of the French 
last year, and he will have behind him 
the system of communication employed 
by him in the great offensive of May, 
which carried him over the Chemin-des- 
Dames and across the Aisne and the 
Vesle to the Marne. 

Germans Out of Serious Danger. 

The present question, therefore, is 
whether the German will end his re- 
treat at the Vesle or the Aisne, but 
whether he stops at the one river or 
the other he has no longer to fear any 
serious danger in what is left of the 
old Marne salient. The strategic pos- 
sibilities of this second battle of the 
Marne are about exhausted. 

Whether the lines stabilize them- 
selves on the Vesle or the Aisne, the 
whole operations is now rapidly sink- 
ing into relative unimportance. The 
territory retaken by the French and 
the Americans is not of great value 
save for the ground immediately north 
of the Marne and commanding the im- 
portant Paris-Chalons-Nancy railroad 
now available for French use.

Amsterdam, July 29.—A - 
declaring in favor of an immediate 
peace without annexations and in- 
demnities was offered in the Austrian 
lower house Saturday by Deputy 
Stanek in behalf of the Czech league.

accredited nursing schools for training. 

“In other words, this enrollment is 
not for nurses’ aides; not for short- 
course nurses for emergency received 
in some hospitals, but it is for the 
training of young women, who, when 
they receive their diplomas, will be 
eligible for service at home or abroad 
in military or civilian hospitals,’’ con- 
tinued Mrs. Johnston. 

““We canot state yet where these 
young women now enrolling will be 
sent to study, because not until the en- 
rollment cards are sent to Washington 
and considered there will we or the 
young -women applicants know just 
how, when anf to’ what school their 
call will be made. : 

“Each young woman enrolling will 
be given all the information we 
have, and for that reason the committee 
enrolling applicants today is composed 
of a member of the Council of Defense, 
a member of the Red Cross board, three 
Atlanta women representing war de- 
fense work at large, and the heads of 
Atlanta’s accredited nursing schools,”

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MISDIRECTED EFFORT. 


If there is any one question in which the 
‘American public is less interested right 
now than in another, it is the tariff ques- 
tion. : 

The tariff principle is based solely upon 
the theory that such a commercial wall is 
necessary for the protection of domestic 
labor and manufactures against foreign 
competition. The friends of the principle 
began and continued advocating it in this 
country under the plea that American pros- 
perity depended ‘to a large extent upon 
such a means of “protection” of American 
labor and industry against the otherwise 
unimpeded inflow of manufactures produced 
by “cheap” labor in Europe. 

Since the war broke out in Europe the 
tariff has been a negligible “issue” in 
American politics, for the reason that prac- 
tically all importations of merchandise 
from that continent to this was cut off by 
the war, and, of course, it still remains in- 
finitesimal. 

In all probability it will continue to be a 
quiescent question in our politics for a long 
while after peace comes, because certainly 
many years will be required before Europe 
can be rehabilitated and industrially re- 
stored to a point where its manufactures will 
compete to any appreciable extent with 
ours. 

Therefore, it would seem that any effort 
put forth at this time to resurrect interest 

the ‘once-livid “tariff question” would 
come under the dual head of wasted energy 
and “non-essential employment.” 

More than that, it would smack of an 
attempt to resurrect divisional sentiment 
and to embroil the people in political strife 
over the bones of a dead issue just at a 
time when, if ever in the history of our 
republic, it is necessary that the people 
should be united and their interests and 
thoughts all concentrated upon the one and 
only real “paramount” issue—that of win- 
ning the war!

The publication is 9x6 inches in dimen- 
sions, containing 158 pages of fine-print, 
closely-set matter, the greater part of it be- 
ing in tabulated form. It is printed upon a 
good quality of “stock,” and, considering 
the general cost of labor and materials, and 
the quality of the composition entering into 
it, the expense of getting out this piece of 
political propaganda must have been great. 

It could have been issued for no other 
possible purpose at this time other than to 
influence the fall congressional elections 
and the presidential election two years 
hence. It patently signalizes an attempt 
by political camouflage to foist upon the 
country a bone of contention long since 
buried and in which there is now no public 
interest and no occasion for public interest, 
solely as a means whereby the republican 
party might regain control of the govern-

turning point in the business of war,” and—

There is cause for world-wide rejoicing 
over a wonderful achievement, but the over- 
enthusiastic “must*not think that now the 
march to Berlin will be easy; we have merely 
made a glorious beginning.” 

Of its effect on the morale of the troops 
and the people, he is quoted as follows, in 
The Kansas City Times: 


The good news that has been reported 
from the battlefields will improve the 
morale of our’ men. The victory is espe- 
cially good for the American troops, 4s 
they have the advantage of starting 
into the war with a successful battle. 
‘The 4 American people should not get 
overconfident, however. There is likely . 
to be a tendency of many to feel that 
the war is near an end because of the 
good reports we have réceived over 
here. 


He points out further that while there 
is time to think about our initial successes, 
“we must keep on fighting to the finish— 


Keep sleeves rolled up and keep at 
work. The people of the United States 
will learn to take, the war as a business. 
It will soon become part of every-day 
life. In France we go into the trenches 
as @ man goes to his office. It’s a mat- 
ter of business, and we do it naturally. 


That ‘is putting it plainly, and in the only 
light in which the war should be regarded— 
that it is now the business of the people at 
home as greatly as it is that of the men at 
the front. 

“We go to the trenches as a man goes to 
his office.”’ 

When the business view of it becomes 
universal—when it takes firm hold of every 
patriotic American—we’'ll speed up the war- 
work as never before! ) 

“Business as usual,” on land and sea, if 
the war is won, but, falling short of victory, 
neither business nor pleasure in life any 
more! 

So, at the turning point, the record al- 
ready made must be reinforced with still 
greater achievement. We must keep the 
business of war up to high-water mark. 


CROPS AND CHILDREN. 


The Fitzgerald Leader-Enterprise has 


sounded a timely note of warning against: 


crop losses in Georgia next fall due to a 
scarcity of labor for the harvest fields. 

In a forceful and patriotic editorial ap- 
peal, Editor Isidor Gelders declares “prepar- 
edness is as important in civil life as it is in 
warfare,” and that “a community owes it to 
itself to avoid waste, whether it is through 
individual shiftlessness or collective waste 
through lack of organization.” 

Therefore, in view of the unprecedented 
need Tor every pound of food and other field 
products, the exceptionally bountiful crops 
this year and the scarcity of laborers to har- 
vest them, he calls upon the citizens of Ben 
Hill county to organize to meet the crisis 
by pressing into service in the harvest fields 
this fall every available man, woman and 
child, not only of the rural communities, but 
of the cities and towns’ 

That far his suggestion is splendid, and it 
could be adopted with distinct profit by 
every county in Georgia. But he goes fur- 
ther; and he permits his worthy zeal to avoid 
crop wastage to lead him to recommend a 
course which the people of no state, espe- 
cially those of Georgia, can afford to follow. 
It is this: 

Under these circumstances, it appears 
to us, after careful and deliberate ex- 
amination from all angles that NOW, 
when arrangements can be made with- 
out serious inconvenience to teachér or 
pupils, the boards of education,, both of 
the city and county, should counsel to- 
gether and postpone the opening of the 
schools until, say, November 1, and 
organize the school population into farm 
help battalions. Organize the boys and 
girls, those who can be inspired with 
the patriotism to “work for their coun- 
try as others fight for it,” and under 
proper care give them the chance to 
prove of what stuff they are made. 

The farmers are-willing and anxious 
to pay a good price for pickers. Any 
boy or girl with the right stuff in them 
can make two dollars per day during 
this period, and, added to the patriotic 
duty they’d perform, this would be mag- 
nificent. Let’s organize and set the pace 
for Georgia. 

Organize the children into bands of farm 

& 

workers to help gather the harvest—all well 
and good. Encourage them to work in the 
open air of the fields out of schoo! hours 
and on school holidays. That would be of 
real benefit to the children themselves, and 
undoubtedly it would count big in the aggre- 
gate of crops saved. 

But by no manner of means should such 


work be allowed to interfere with their. 


school work; and under no circumstances 
should the school term be curtailed, for, val- 
uable as the crops are, and urgent as is the 
necessity for them, they are not worth that 
price! They, nor anything else in this world, 
are not worth as much as our boys and 
girls; nor does the gathering of a season’s 
crops begin to compare in importance with 
the education of our children! 

Perhaps it is true that a child “with the 
Tight stuff” in him could “make two dollars 
per day” in the fields; but what is two dol- 
lars a day—or twenty dollars a day, for that 
matter—compared with its value properly 
employed in acquiring knowledge, culture 
and education in the school room! Two dol- 
lars today would, perhaps, supply an imme- 
diate need; but that same day spent in the 
school room would be in the nature of a 
future investment in something that money 
cannot buy—it would be spent in supplying 
something that is above price, to meet infi- 
nitely more important need in the years to 
come! 

Now, of all times in the history of our 
country, it is pre-eminently important that 
nothing be permitted to interfere wit) the 
education of the boys and girls who are soon 
to shoulder the burdens of the world and 
work out the plans for its rebuilding trom 
the ashes of the war. 

But, with that one exception, Editor 
Gelders’ suggestion is sound, patriotic and

There is no special occasion for denying 
a baby a little peevishness now and then 
over the cutting of a tooth. So long as he 
isn't really sick it is jmmaterial; you can do 
him no herm by attributing his irritable 
state to “teething” if that makes you any 
happier: provided you avoid every alleged 
remedy but cleanliness in all things. But 
as soon as that baby becomes actually iit 
in any way, then it would be as justifiable 
to withhold his bath or to put his feeding 
nipple im your own mouth to test the tem- 
perature of his food as it would to attribute 
his illness to the physiological process 
cutting teeth,

Joint Highway Committee 
To Meet Tonight. 

The joint legislative committee, appoint- 
ed by President Olive and Speaker: Holder, 
will hold a meeting at the Kimball tonight,

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STATE LABOR NEEDS 


| Candidate Also Declares How- 


Federal Employment Agen- 
cy Will Soon Begin Re- 
cruiting Labor for All War’ 
Industries in Georgia. | 


An estimate of Georgia’s labor needs, 
according to estimates made by employ- 
ers of labor, will be wired to Wash- 
ington today by Commissioner Stanley. 

All employers needing skilled labor 
. should communicate with Commissioner 
Stanley, who stated yesterday that on 
August 1 the United States employment | 
service would begin recruiting unskill- 
ed labor for all employers engaged in 
war work, who have filed their orders | 
‘with the state directors before July 39. 

“Advices from Washington further, 
state that the total demand as shown | 
by. such orders wil! be ascertained at 
July 31 and divided up among the states} 
on a quota basis,” said Mr. Stanley 
when interviewed yesterday on Geor- 
gia’s part in supporting the purposes 
of the United States employment serv- 
ice. 

“The activities of the employment 
service will begin with the distribu- 
tion of local supplies of labor among 
local war industries on principles 
adopted on advice of community labor 
boards. 


Needs of Employers. 

“The needs of employers whose or- 
ders are received after August 1 will 
be compiled for the purpose of pro- 
viding supplementary quotas which will 
be announced about the middle of Au- 
gust. 

“Therefore employers needing men 
now should hurry additional informa- 
tion and quotas based on the same 
Proportions will be announced from 
time to time, as later demands for 
unskilled labor develop. The prohibi- 
tions against private recruiting of un- 
skilled labor by employers engaged in 
war work whose maximum force in- 
cluding skilled and unskilled labor ex- 
ceeds 100, will go into effect August 1. 

“In order that there may be no in- 
terruption in the labor supply of the 
more important war industries after 
August 1 and before the program of 
the United States employment service 
for securing the men needed can be 
put into full operation, private.field 
forces will be permitted to continue re- 
cruiting under regulations by the Unit- 
ed States employment service which 
will provide among other things that 
labor thus secured shall be credited 
to the quota which is to be supplied 
by the community where such workers 
are obtained. No such recruiting may 
be conducted except with the permis- 
sion of the state director of the United 
States employment service. 

“Full information concerning meth- 
ods by which such private’ recruiting 
may be conducted, can be secured from 
the’ director general of the United 
States Employment Service at Wash- 
ington.” 


Further Organization. | 


For pushing the extensive work of 
the United States Employment Service, 
which is to be pushed intensively in 
the next sixty days, a complete organ- 
ization is being formed in the grate. 

Commissioner Stanley, as commis- 
sioner of labor, is state director of the 
United States Employment Service in 
Georgia, and heads an _e advisory 
committee for the organization, 
this committee to include W. B. Baker, 
representing employers of labor, and 
Louie Marquardt, representing labor. 
There will be community labor boards, 
each to be known as the Federal Com- 
munity Labor board. 

There will be a state organization 
committee to establish the state advis- 
ory and community labor boards, to be 
known as the organization committee 
of the United States Employment Serv- 
ice. 

The personnel of these boards and 
committees in Georgia will be pub- 
lished within the next few days. 

The very far-reaching program of 
the United States Employment Serv- 
ice is ene ably directed by J. B. 
Densmore, the director genera] »of the 
gigantic movement, with headquarters 
in Washington.

To encourage the consumption of 
fish by the people of Atlanta, a free 
demonstration will be offered at the 
store of Chamberlin-Johnson-DuBose 
company this morning under the direc- 
tion of Allen Bell, of Washington, D. C., 
assistant of the United States bureau 
of fisheries, who has been in the city 
several days arranging for the demon- 
stration. According to Mr. Bell, within 
a brief time similar demonstrations 
will be opened at other points in the 
city, and many of the uptown show 
windows will display exhibits of fish. 

Mr. Bell states that the primary ob- 
ject of the government is to urge the 
consumption of herring, buck roe and 
other products found in enormous quan- 
tities in northern waters. 


“As a war-time measure, and to save 
meat, the government urges the con- 
sumption of fish,” stated Mr. Bell Mon- 
day. “As this country consumes far less 
than foreign countries, these demon- 
strations are planned to secure the at- 
tention of the public. In Atlanta, the 
public consumes a much smaller amount 
of fish than seaport towns, and it is 
hoped that these demonstrations will 
cause this city to consume its pro rata 
of fish. 

“Although the food administrator has 
roundly condemned food hoarders we 
wish to make it clear that the govern- 
ment rather encourages the people in 
laying in a stock of fish products, for 
the supply of séa food is practically in- 
exhaustible and the labor involved is 
merely that of catching, curing and 
transporting it and does not involve 
raising the product or preparation of 
ground as in the case of agricultural 
products. We hope to’ show -the pub- 
lic that there are a wast number of 
palatable fish foods with which they 
are not .yet familiar. Opportunity to 
sample these dishes will be given those 
who attend the demonstrations.”

' Organization commanders at Camp 
Gordon have been instructed by an 
official memorandum from camp head- 
quarters to notify the members of their 
commands immediately of their priv- 
illege of making written applications 
for the central officers’ _ training 
schools.

U. S. MARINES BATTLE 
BANDITS IN DOMINGO 


Washington, July 29.—Three encoun- 
ters between United States marines 
and Dominican and Haytian bandits 
in Santo” Domingo were reported in 
dispatches to the navy department to- 
day. Casualties among the marines 
were cne corporal*and two privates 
slightly wounded. One Dominican 
guard officer was also wounded. About 
20 of the bandits were killed, several 
wounded and others captured. 


The statement given out by the navy 
department says: 

“Dispatches received from the Santo 
Domingo state that a° detachment of: 
United States marines, Captain Charles 
F. Merkel. commanding, encountered 
bandits, led by Racomon Quiara, near 
Vicontille province. A corporal, one 
Dominican guardia officer and one en- 
listed man were slightly injured. Ten 
bandits were killed and several wound- 
ed. The bandits, who are Dominicans 
and Haitians, split up into small bands. 

“Bandits led by Natara, attacked Co- 
lonia Digola Compania near Sante Fe, 
provinee of Camoria,. and wrecked 
stores. Natara was wounded by a local 
police officer, who was wounded and 
died. The bandits left, but later were 
reinforced, 

“On July 23 our troops encountered 
bandits at Magarin, province of Seibo, 
killed and wounded several and captur- 


ed fifty horses.. There were no casual-f 


ties in our forces. 

“A detachment of marines at Gate, 
province of Seibo, were attacked by 
thirt? bandits. A sentry was slightly 
wounded. The bandits lost four killed.” 


INTERNAL SITUATION | 
BAD IN SWITZERLAND 


Basle, Switzerland, July 29.—The in- 
ternal situation in Switzerland is as- 
suming a grave aspect as the result of 
a conflict between federal authorities 
and the labor organizations’. Matters 
came to a head yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the Swiss workmen’s congress, 
organized by & socialist committee 
headed by Robert Grimm, which voted 
by a large majority that the federal 
council's reply to the workmen’s claims 
was unsatisfactory and that if further 
prompt negotiations failed in obtaining 
eoncessions a general strike would be 
called. 

The congress included representa- 
tives of. the railway men's union, num- 
bering 16,000, and the Federation of 
Officials and employees of the federal 
department, numbering 60,000.

Geneva, July 29.—(By the Associated 
Press.) — Thirty-two Americans, in- 
cluding some officers, recently cap- 
tured by the Germans have been lodged 
near the railroad station at Mann- 
heim, in Baden, on the Rhine, accord- 
ing to a report received in Basle. The 
Americans were placed in this position 
ig order to prevent allied air raids. 


WHOLESALE VANDALISM 
CHARGED 10 GERMANS 


During Their Brief Stay in the 
Marne Salient--Houses Were 
Wantonly Destroyed. 


London, July 29.—Evidence accumu- 
lates that during their brief stay in 
the Marne salient the Germans have 
been indulging again in wholesale acts 
of vandalism. In a message sent from 
French army headquarters, Reuter’s 
correspondent gives details of their 
conduct while in possession of Chateau 
Thierry. 

The Germans were in the town for 
some time and apparently thought 
they would remain there indefinitely. 
When they found they would have to 
give it up,thev avparently determined 
to take the only vengeance in their 
power. The injuries which nave been 
inflicted on the town are such as 
could not be the result of shelling, the 
correspondent points out as those 
houses which suffered most were en- 
tirely uninjured by shell, shrapnel or 
bullet. 

“These houses,” he says, “were mag- | 
nificently furnished, the walis hung 
with costly tapestries and admirable 
pictures. The furniture was of excep- 
tional elegance and impressive mirrors 
and charming statuettes were numer- 
ous. 

“Today there is nothing that has not 
been destroyed. The tapestries have 
been hacked to pieces, the pictures 
slit from corner to corner, the leather 
and other chair-coverings have been 
ripped and all the delicate marqueterie 
have been smashed. The legs have 
been torn off the tables and used in 
further work of destruction and there 
is not a mirror which has not been 
broken, and the glass and china flung 
at them lie in fragments before them. 

“The costly carpets have been soiled 
and rent in every possible way and 
ink pots flung at the silken papers on 
the walls. This vengeful fury has been 
carried even to the extent of smash- 
ing nurseries and doll houses. The 
fashion in which beds and rooms have 
been defiled is difficult of description. 
It would seem the work of lunatics,” 


MILITARY STATUS FIXED 
OF STUDENT-SOLDIER 


Washington, July 29.—The military 
status of college men in the ranks of 
the students’ army training corps and 
his relation to the draft were defined 
today ina war department order. The 
student-soldier is enlisted in the mili- 
tary service of the nation, but upon 
reaching draft age he becomes sub- 
ject to registration whenever the presi- 
dent- directs. He then is placed in 
Class 5-D and will not be inducted as 
long as he remains in the students’ 
army training corps. 

On the day the order number of the 
student-soldier is reached the fact is 
reported to the college. president, to 
the commanding officer and to the ad- 
jutant general. A report on the man’s 
record as a student-soldier and as a 
scholar is put before the war depart- 
ment’s committee on education and spe- 
cial training with the recommendation 
that he be called at once to dn of- 
ficers’ training camp, to an army camp 
or be permitted to complete college 
training by transfer to the enlisted re- 
serve corps.

MEN ABOVE 31 YEAR 
TOBE MADE TO SERVE 


Says Senator Kirby in Discuss- 
ing Changes in Draft 
Measure.

Washington, July 29.—Changes in the 
selective service act were discussed at 
today’s semi-weekly meeting of the 
senate, but the house held only a five- 
minute session. 

A resolution introduced by Senator 


Sterling, of South Dakota, and referred 
to the military committee asking the 
secretary of war whether men who 
‘tried to volunteer, but were rejected 
for physical disability and have since 
been drafted, may be transferred to 
volunteer organizations was the vehicle 
of senate debate. Senator Sterling said 
it was unjust to have men rejected as 
volunteers and then forced into draft 
organizations after a change in the 
physical standard. 


Talk of Ban on Volunteers. 


Senator Johnson, of California, said 
that in the new law being considered 
to extend the draft ages which would 
be before congress within thirty days 
the question of prohibiting all volun- 
teerine is being discussed. 

Senator Nelson, of Minnesota, called 
attention to the praise by. Secretary 
Daniels of the marines between ‘18 and 
21 who have been in the recent fight- 
ing in France and declared youths of 
those ages make the best soldiers. 
AOpposing reduction of the minimum 
draft age, Senator Kturby said he be- 
lieved the draft age should and will 
be extended not because the country’s 
man-power within the draft ages is in- 
sufficient, but because men above 31 
without dependents should be made to 
serve. . 

There are indications that Mr. Baker 
will discuss with chairmen of the house 
and senate military committées proba- 
bly this week his’enlarged army proj- 
ect, upon which he has been laboring 
for some weeks. Mr. Baker said today 
that his plans were not quite com- 
pleted. ." 


Extension or Age Limits. 


The plans include primarily extension 
of the age limits for draft liability. 
Additional appropriations and an army 
mobilization on an enlarged scale are 
known to be included. Already six 
new divisions have been ordered form- 
ed in the United States and others will 
be created at an early date to supple- 
ment the flow of replacement men 
through the replacement division ma- 
chinery. Just how large an army it 
is proposed to build up on this side of 
the ocean is not known. 

A careful review ef the man power 
situation has been. made by Provost 
Marshal General Crowder as the basis 
of the recommendation on draft age 
changes Mr. Baker will make. Gen- 
eral Crowder is credited with believing 
that all men between 18 and 45 years 
should be brought within the draft, 
but it appears probable that the for. 
mal plans of the war deparment will 
not go quite to that limit in either di- 
rection. The age limits most generally 
set by those endeavoring to determine 
in advance Mr. Baker’s attitude are 19 
to 36 inclusive. Lowering the draft 
age is expected to meet with opposi- 
tion in congress, although raising of 
the age is said to be generally favored. 


DYNAMITE DESTROYS 
ITALIAN STEAMSHIP 


Rio Janeiro, July 29.—The Italian 
steamer Giuseppe Garibaldi, 4,000 tons, 
has been destroyed by an explosion, 
200 miles off the Brazilian coast. Six 
members of the crew were killed by 
the explosion and the refmainder were 
rescued by the English ship Ard- 
grange. 

The officers of the vessel have re- 
ported to the Italian consul here to 
the. effect that the explosion was 
caused by a dynamite bomb, which is 
believed to have been placed on board 
the ship by Germans.

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PERSHING CRITICISES 
DE HAVILAND AIRPLANE 


General Says Principal Output 
of U. S. Aviation Facto- 
ries Is Inferior. 


Washington, July 29.—Criticisms by 
General Pershing and others of the De 
Haviland airplane—now the principal 
output of American factories—are being 
investigated simultaneously by Secre- 
tary Baker and the senate committee 
inquiring into aircraft production. 

After Secretary Baker's statement 
last week to senate committee mem- 
bers that General Pershing had sent 
a cablegram criticising De Haviland 
machines sent him from this country, 
suggesting changes and disapproving 
features both of design and construc- 
tion, the senate committee arranged to 
reopen its hearing tomorrow for fur- 
ther inquiry into the De Haviland type. 

Army Officers Called. 

Three army officers in charge of 
testing De Haviland machines made 
at the Wright plant at Dayton, Ohio, 
have been’ subpoenaed to appear tomor- 
row. The committee also plans to call 
other witnesses, with the prospect that 
its hearings which had been closed, 
will continue for a week or ten days 
and delay the final report which had 
been planned within a fortnight. 

Criticisms of the De Haviland plane, 
according to the senate committeemen 
who discussed the question with Mr. 
Baker and General March, chief of | 
staff, at their weekly conference last 
Saturday, have come not only from 
General Pershing, but from officers 
prominently identified with the flying 
service, as well as from American avia- 
tors and aeronautical engineers who 
have seen the British aesign of De 
Haviland and the re-designed Amert- 
can type in action. Weakness of the 
wing fabric, which is said to have 
caused several fatal accidents; weak- 
ening of the structural parts by ex- 
cess of steel belts, and deficient fue! 
capacity are known to be some of the 
criticisms raised against the American 
design. 

Baker Promises Inquiry. 

Senators said today that Sec- 
retary Baker had promised an inquiry

MAGNIFICENT AUDACITY 
OF AMERICAN DIVISIO 


Described in the Official Re- 
port of Commander of 
French Army. 


Washington, July 29.—High tribute 
to the military skill and “magnificent 
audacity” of an American division, 
probably the 26th (Néw England), as 
it is described as being composed 
largely of Massachusetts troops, is 
paid in an official report from the 
commander of the French army to 
which the Americans are attached. An 
abstract of the rep8rt received here 
today shows that from July 18 to 25 
in the region north of Chateau Thierry 
this division had advanced 7.7 kilo- 
meters, fighting day and night with a 
zeal that had to be “restrained at 
times. 

“On July 20,” the report said, “in 


order to free Monthieres and the 
Petret wood, still strongly occupied by 
the Germans, severe combats were de- 
livered by the French troops on the 
left. In order to relieve them, the 
Americans on the evening of the 20th 
delivered a flanking movement which 
fully succeeded. With magnificent | 
audacity, they rushed forward with | 
a single ‘bound, up to the level of 
Etrepilly, the Gonettrie farm and 
Laval-Mardier. 

“Tt was a most sudden attack, which 
disclosed all the American fearless- 
ness. In spite of the severe barrages 
and machine gun emplacements in 
which the enemy were sheltered, two 
kilometers in depth were gained. They 
also captured three cannon, a large 
type minewerfer and machine guns. 
Besides, 200 prisoners fell into the 
hands of the Americans. 

“‘T could not have done better under 
the circumstances with the best 
troops,’ declared the French General de 
Goutte, on hearing of the fine success 
of our allies. 

“The Germans then found themselves 
in such a precarious position at Mon- 
thieres that they had to begin to re- 
treat.” ‘

Annie May Treadaway Faces 
Jury on Charge of Murder- 
ing J. T. Jenkins. 


Rome, Ga. July 29,—(Special.)—The 
trial of Annie May Treadaway, the sec- 
ond white woman who ever faced a 
murder charge in a Floyd county court. 
is now in progress before Judge Moses 
Wright. : 

The young woman, who resided in 
Rome’s restricted district, is charged 
with the murder of J. T. Jenkins, city 
tax receiver, on November 28, of last 
year. After at first denying any 
knowledge of the crime, the girl, on 
the day of the inquest, two days after 
the killing, confessed that she killed 
Jenkins by firing at him with a pistol 
through the door of her home.

With the American Army on the 
Aisne-Marne Front, July %.—(By the 
Associated Press.)——The tremendous 
stores of German ammunition found by 
the Franco-American troops in the for- 
ests of Fere and Ris leads officers to 
believe that the allied offensive nipped 
in the bud German plans for a mo- 
mentous drive upon Epernay. 

The forests and the surrounding coun- 
try north of the Marne were virtually 
one great arsenal for German ammuni- 
tion of all kinds, big gun shelis being 
particularly numerous. At places on 
the edges of the woods there were 
large shells stacked like cordwood over 
lar areas. 

‘ ds, of these shells were in- 
tended for the German 219-millimeter 
guns, Only a few of which have been 
captu The Americans assume ‘the 
Germans withdrew many of these guns 
and others intended for the great drive 
had not yet arrived when the allied 
offensive began. 

All through the forests the Ameri- 
cans came upon ammunition depots, at 
some places more than an acre of 
ground being covered with shells of all 
calibers. Some of the smaller shells 
were labeled “for immediate use.” 
Along the roads everywhere, and even 
in the open places, the shells were 
camouflaged with HMmbs of trees. 

From the roadways skirting the 
forest in every patch of wood shells 
were visible. Every clump of trees or 
shrubbery sheltered shells of various 
calibers. Some of the depots were de- 


i'voted entirely to big shells and others 


exclusively to projectiles of smalier 
sizes, including gas shells, high explo- 
sive projectiles and cartridges for ma- 
From the road- 
ways near the forest edges mile after 
mile of cases of rifle cartridges were 
seen winding in and out and following 
the true lines Nke fences.

The apex has been 
driven in so that: an. irregular line 
roughly paralleling the Soissons- 
Rheims base has been created resting 
on the two sides of the old salient 
reaching southward from Soissons and 
Rheims, respectively. It was to retain 
these flank lines in order to get his 
armies out of the depths of the pocket 
at the Marne that the enemy employs 
reserves lavishly. 

The most bitter fighting recently re- 
ported is along the center of the ir- 
regular line that now forms the front 
between the flank positions. Franco- 
American forces were fighting fiercely 
with enemy rear guards here, at last 
accounts, and a crack division of Prus- 
sian guards had been hurled against 
the American positions in a counter- 


attack to check their, prvgress. 

This suggested to observers here that 
General Foch ‘was seeking to force a 
wedge into the very center of the ene- 
my’s retreating lines, planning to take 
the strong flank positions in the rear 
and force an even more precipitate 
withdrawal. There were signs that a 
definite minor povket was being cre- 
ated by this thrust which promised to 
crumple up the German position west 
of Fere en Tardenois. At, the same 
time hammer blows against enemy po- 
sitions south of Soissons indicated the 
beginning of a pincer movement there 
as well. 

Fine Showing of Americans. 


Officials are elated at the fine show- 
ing which is being. made by American 
troops. The report that the Prussian 
guards division had met a stonewall 
defense that gave not an inch to the 
assault of these picked troops, added 
to that feeling. —

HIGHER PRICES WANTED 
ON NEWSPRINT PAPER 


Washington, July 29.—Paper manu- 
facturers today appealed to the fed- 
eral trade commission for increased 
prices on newsprint as of May 1, June 
1 and July 1. The American Newspa- 
per Publishers’ association objected 
to a hearing, contending that the com- 
,mission’s functions as arbiter on pa- 
per prices were suspended pending a 
decision on the manufacturers’ ap- 
peal from the $3.10 a hundredweight 
price fixed by the commission and ef- 
fective last April 1. Without passing 
on the publishers’ contention, the com- 
mission decided to hear evidence be- 
ginning tomorrow. ¢ 

Henry A. Wise, of New York, counsel 
for the manufacturers, said. the in- 
crease was requested because of ad- 
vanced costs of labor and material and 
freight rates. Cost of wood for mak- 
ing paper, he told the commission, has 
increased 35 per cent. 

Only developments in the cost of 
manufacture since April 1 will be’ con- 
sidered by the commission, Chairman 
Colver announced. He added the evi- 
dence would be heard as a matter of 
convenience to the parties, and that 
decision would be made later whether 
the commission would consider it with 
a view to amending its price prior to 
the decision on the manufacturers’ ap- 
peal, which is to be heard in federal 
court at New York August 14.
